It Is very rarely that an Indim trial nowadays gets noticed by the 
press or publishers In England, far Less reported at any length. A 
trial requires sensational features, like those which attended the Mala- 
bar Hill murder case, to attain tbo notoriety of publication outside 
India. But In the early days of British Rule, st say rate towards the 
end of the eighteenth century, there were other causes operating in 
favour oi such publication. For one thing the interest taken by the 
public of England In Indian questions was far greater than st preeenL 
The main reasons for this are given In M acanlay’s Buoy on Lord Clive. 1 
A fortune could ordinarily ha accumulated in a few years by any 
Englishman, whatever his age, If lucky enough to be sent out 
In the Company's service. There was also tbo force political struggle 
Which went on so long between the friends of the Company and Its 
enemies. Publications relating to Indian affair a had then a ready sale. 
This led to several Indian trials being reported by persons who had an 
interest in doing this, e. g. to show up oppression or other misconduct. 

There are two cases of this kind which have recently come to the 
writer's knowledge. One is that of a trial by jury in the Court of 
Quarter Bee* Ions st Madras in 1792 and the other a similar trial hi the 
Recorder’s Court at Bombay in 1905. Both are cases concerning Civil 
Servants of the Company and tthtstratlag the initial difficulties in the 
way of the action taken by Lord Clive to purify the CfvQ Service of 
corruption. Men who had served in the days when, as Macaulay 
points out, 1 the Company by its low salaries impliedly permitted them 
to enrich themselves by private trade and indirect means, were not all 
likely to give up dishonest practices. In the Madras case we have an

Bn William began at once to arrange for his Journey to the Court of 
the Great Mogul. On October 10, 1699, be wrote to the Prime 
Minister, Assad Khan, asking him to notify the various Governors, 
through whose provinces ha would pass, that they might grant safe 

conduct for himself and enttmngt, Including artillery, as well as for 

the presents Intended for Aurangzebe. At the same time he request- 
ed that the Mogul might be notified of his arrival. A few days later, 
on October 16, he waa waited on by Hadgi Mahomet Syed who had 
already — three weeks earlier— visited him. At the previous visit 
this person had represented himself as the agent of Sultan Shalim, 
the Mogul's eldest son, and to hfan Sir William had used the custom- 
ary inflated expressions. He was afterwards discovered to be only 
the agent of a Moorish merchant and acting in the Old Company’s 
interests. He now advised Hia Excellency that the usual way for an 
ambassador to announce his arrival was to acquaint the Vaccanovis ’ 
with tho fact That officer, anxious to impress the new-comer, 
ascribed to the Mogul an army of 800,000 man, maintained at an 
annual charge of five mlUlom sterling. To this Sir William, not to 
be outdone in boastfulness, records that he replied < npon a greate 
pinch I believed if it waa for ye security of ye kingdom of England 
yt sum might be doubled (by the King) woh made him atrooko his 
beard.’ 

In about a week’s time the Council of Embassy met to arrange 
for procuring two interpreters and two Englishmen with a knowledge 
of Persian— the latter to prevent misrepresentations on the part of 
the fanner. There was also discussed the best method of announcing 
to the Mogul the arrival of the Embassy. Consul Pftt was asked to 
arrange for the journey, and all hands sat to wot* to expedite matters.
